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Tung Oil Investigation 


Launching Ordered 


Acting the direction the President, 
the Tariff Commission announced last 
week that had undertaken investiga- 
tion imports tung oil and tung nuis 
determine whether the imports will 
render the government’s price support 
ineffective. Hearings have been fixed 
begin August 10. 

The President directed that the investi- 
gation made after receiving report 
several months ago from Secretary 
Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson recommend- 
ing that imports tung oil into the 
United States limited 10,800,000 
pounds annually. was the secretary’s 
view that the imports were depressing 
domestic prices and forcing producers 
place their tung nuts under government 
loan. 


Doubts Full Crop 

Shortly after Mr. Benson made his 
recommendation, several killing frosts 
early March the tung nut belt were 
reported, which have raised grave doubts 
some quarters that the domestic indus- 
try will able produce full crop this 
year. was learned that the President was 
made aware this fact and believed 
that this one the reasons why 
directed the Tariff Commission investi- 
gate the matter instead acting directly 
Mr. Benson’s recommendation. 

The fact that the Tariff Commission will 
not hold hearings the investigation 
until August also has aroused specula- 
tion whether not the hearings are 
being delayed deliberately see what 
congress does the matter continuing 
mandatory price support tung nuts. 
Ordinarily, hearings are held the Tariff 
Commission within thirty days after an- 
nouncement investigation. 

The question continuing price sup- 
ports tung nuts involved the long 
range agricultural program now before 
the congressional agricultural committee.

ered congress last January, Mr. Eisen- 
hower recommended that this mandatory 
price support program repealed, and

Additives Bill With Broader

report took issue with views the navy 
that had produce its own paints 
order assure getting the quality paints 
desired, and said that the committee was 
convinced that such paints can manu- 
factured private industry. 


Extent Navy’s Paint Cutback 


The navy cut back its production 
paints year ago after the paint industry 
had protested the secretary and con- 
gress. the present time produces 
only types which will total 
about 2,901,000 gallons the current 
fiscal year. Previously the department 
produced 150 different types paint 
amounting 5,456,164 gallons the 
fiscal year 1953. 

“The navy contends that quality, par- 
ticularly with respect ship-bottom 


paints, extreme importance, affect- 
ing the range, fuel consumption, preser- 
vation, and total operational effectiveness 
the fleet,” the report stated. “The sub- 
committee agrees. The navy further con- 
tends that proper quality control can 
achieved effectively and economically 
only the navy manufacturers such paint 
itself. With this the subcommittee does 
not agree, being convinced that inspection 
and other supervisory procedures can ef- 
fectively insure quality paints manufac- 
tured private industry.

During First Quarter 


Tonnage sales soaps and synthetic de- 
tergents during the first quarter this year 
rose percent over the previous quarter 
and percent above the same period 
1953. According the Association 
American Soap and Glycerine Producers, 
eighty-one companies, participating the 
regular quarterly census and representing 
very substantial portion the industry’s 
volume, reported soap and detergent sales 
for the first three months this year 
amounting 972,000,000 pounds, valued 
$213,375,000. Dollar sales were per- 
cent better than the previous quarter 
and percent ahead the first quarter 
1953. 

Sales synthetic detergents now rep- 
resent percent the total soap and 
detergent market, gain percent dur- 
ing this three-months period. Total sales 
synthetic detergents reported for the 
first quarter this year were 567,000,000 
pounds, percent over the previous 
quarter and percent ahead the cor- 
responding period last year. Dollarwise, 
first quarter sales amounting $127,957,- 
000 were percent over the fourth quar- 
ter last year and percent ahead the 
first quarter 1953. 

Total soap sales for the first three 
months 1954 were 405,000,000 pounds, 
percent better than the previous quarter 
but like amount under sales for the 
same period year ago.

The importance chemical insect con- 
trol the growers cotton has been 
graphically showned record just com- 
piled the Department Agriculture 
yields seed cotton from treated and un- 
treated plots Tallulah, La. They show 
that the insecticides add average 
percent the crop. 

More than thirty years insecticide 
field trials Tallulah, carried the 
Agricultural Research Service, have re- 
sulted annual average seed-cotton 
yield 1,826 pounds per acre—371 pounds 
25.5 percent more cotton than from un- 
treated cotton plots, which averaged 1,445 
pounds per acre. 

Since 1920 when these comparisons be- 
gan, use insecticides always resulted 
more cotton, although 1924 the increase 
amounted only 1.1 percent and 1944, 
only 1.5 percent. the other extreme, 
insecticides boosted cotton production 112 
percent 1950, year when weevils 
alone took nearly quarter the na- 
tional cotton crop.

not expect “the sort price levels which 
have existed for many years petro- 
chemical products, some which have 
shown fantastic returns.” was his 
opinion that the “present lower price 
levels will add impetus technological 
advances which will offset part the 
lower price.” 

Polyethylene’s New Production 

Characterizing 1954 “year whieh 
supply has caught with demand 
most petrochemicals,” Dr. 
dicted that total output polythylene 
new producers 1955 will not 
more than pounds, “with the 
likelihood production not exceeding 
50,000,000 pounds.” this output, 
went on, sizable percentage will not 
suitable for film bottles due the 
startup difficulties and the necessity 
for new producers acquire operating 
experience before top quality material 
can produced.” 

While did not see the situation next 
year being competitive some think, 
felt that 1956 “will quite dif- 
ferent” since then all the new makers 
should “tuned up” and operating 
high production rates. 
said, “the smaller-than-predicted produc- 
tion 1955 will move the growth pattern 
forward almost year, which will give 
greater opportunity for development 
the polyethylene market and thus will 
have tendency ease the growing 
pains.” 

Material Seen ‘Overpriced’ 

the speaker’s opinion, polyethylene 
“has been greatly overpriced over the last 
few years due the fact that demand 
was greater than supply,” therefore, 
looked for further cut price just 
prior the time that the new makers 
come into operation, which felt would 
April, 1955, later. said ex- 
pected “further reduction 1956 and 
subsequent polyethylene 
reaches price level cents, plus 
minus percent, 1958-1960.” 

Speaking the chemical fibers and 
plastics industries, John Fennebresque, 
vice-president Celanese Corporation 
America, New York, estimated what 
called “plastomer” production 1953 
5,750,000,000 pounds. This overall figure, 
said, was made nearly 3,000,000,- 
000 pounds synthetic resins, 1,750,- 
000,000 pounds synthetic fibers and 
1,000,000,000 pounds synthetic rubber. 


Plastics Situation Described 

all the plastics, Mr. Fennebresque 
said, polyethylene now showing the 
greatest growth potential. About 135,- 
000,000 pounds the material 
turned out 1953, noted, adding that 
its were limited only capacity.” 
looked for continued expansion 
polyethylene film applications. for the 
“booming polyethylene bottle 
200,000,000 bottles 1953—the speaker 
expected some 57,000,000 60,000,000 
pounds resin used for bottle purposes 
1960. 

“Among the other plastics,” went 
on, “the comparative old-timers such

Phenolics and cellulosics (including cello- 
phane) were slightly less 
rene’s 450,000,000 pounds with the urea 
and melamine formaldehyde types run- 
ning about half that figure.” 

Rise Styrene Copolymers 

also cited the rise styrene 
copolymers the latex paint market— 
45,000,000 gallons such emulsions sold 
1952 against only 2,000,000 gallons 
three years earlier—and the 
growth possibilities” polyvinyl acetate 
and acrylic types the emulsion paints 
market.

Re-examine, improve and accelerate 
the program for research and develop- 
ment.” 

While pointing out that any estimate 
this year’s sales and earnings the rub- 
ber industry “is risky because the 
numerous external factors involved,” Mr. 
Dinsmore, nevertheless, expected that the 
volume business will still quite high 
and that earnings will helped lower 
tax rates.

“Of the applications developed for whole 

lignin,” went on, “the most promising 
for its tonnage potential the reinforce- 
ment rubber.” Other whole lignin ap- 
plications which are moving “commer- 
cial quantities,” said, are:—Stabiliza- 
tion asphalt emulsion; dispersion 
dyestuffs; storage battery expanders; ex- 
tension rubber latex adhesives and 
other products; brighteners for electro- 
plating; coagulation for proteins drug 
manufacture; binders and deflocculants 
for ceramnics; stabilization fire fighting 
foams, and additives for oil well drilling 
muds. “Some the the 
speaker added, “are not large tonnage, 
but they indicate variety lignin prop- 
erties which may well lead still new 
uses.” 

Lignin sulfonate products, Dr. Wiley 
pointed out, are being made for use 
dispersants, tanning agents, binders, 
among other things. Apart from vanillin, 
which being made commercially from 
lignin sulfonates, the systematic break- 
down lignin into its organic chemical 
components field only its infancy, 
closed.
